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First  Owner -to -Jockey  Retainer 

ONLY  ONE  FOLLOWED  AN  OLD  ENGLISH  CUSTOM

A  proposed  retainer  to  be  paid  by 
Victorian  trainer  Des  Judd  to  crack 
Melbourne  jockey  Roy  Higgins  for  first 
call  for  the  horses  from  his  stable  was 
mentioned  recently  as  likely  to  be  the 
first  of  its  kind  in  Australia.  But  nearly 
60  years  ago  a  retainer  was  paid  to 
Victorian  jockey  Bob  Lewis  by  million¬ 
aire  studmaster  Ernest  Clarke  over  a 
period  of  30  years  until  the  latter’s  death. 

Jim  Scobie,  in  his  book  “My  Life  in 
the  Australian  Turf”,  published  in  1929, 
mentioned  that  Mr.  Clarke  paid  Lewis  a 
retainer  of  $500  a  year  plus  a  percentage 
of  winnings  and  travelling  expenses.  The 
“fiver”  a  week  of  those  days  would  have 
10  to  20  times  the  spending  power  of 
the  current  ten  dollars.  Scobie  was  Mr. 
Clarke’s  trainer  and  with  Lewis  formed  a 
wonderful  trinity  of  the  Turf. 

Jim  Scobie  was  one  of  Australia’s 
greatest  trainers  who  turned  out  winners

of  15  Derbies,  13  St.  Legers,  nine  Ascot 
Vale  Stakes,  and  four  Melbourne  Cups. 

Scobie  won  150  races  for  Mr.  Clarke, 
who  paid  Lewis  the  retainer,  and  his 
horses  won  $258,000  in  his  26  years  on 
the  Turf.  Mr.  Clarke  had  a  wonderfully 
successful  stud,  Melton  Park,  about  30 
miles  out  of  Melbourne  and,  when  he 
brought  out  an  English  stallion  named 
The  Welkin  and  a  brood  mare  named 
Teppo,  they  fostered  whole  families  of 
winners  and  had  a  vast  influence  on  the 
breeding  of  champions  of  the  Australian 
turf.  Towards  the  finish  of  his  race 
career  he  must  have  been  surfeited  with 
success,  because  when  Scobie  told  him 
that  Trivalve,  whom  he  bred,  would  win 
the  1927  Melbourne  Cup  he  went  off 
big-game  fishing  in  New  Zealand  waters 
and  was  landing  a  “whopper”  as  Trivalve 
flashed  past  the  post  an  easy  winner  of 
the  cup.  Mr.  E.  D.  and  Rupert  Clarke 
were  sons  of  Sir  William  Clarke, 
baronet,  who  acquired  great  tracts  of 
city,  suburban  and  grazing  property  in 
Victoria  worth  millions.  On  his  death 
the  baronetcy  passed  to  his  elder  son, 


Rupert,  and  thence  to  another  son  now 
living  in  Melbourne  after  an  English 
education.  The  original  Sir  Rupert  and 
Ernest  Clarke  raced  in  partnership  for 
some  years,  then  quarrelled  and  separ¬ 
ated,  and  Ernest  went  on  to  great 
triumphs  in  classics  and  the  great  handi¬ 
caps  all  over  Australia  as  a  breeder  and 
owner.  Sir  Rupert  won  the  1903  St. 
Leger  with  Sweet  Nell  when  F.J.A.,  the 
Derby  winner  four  days  before  and  a 
hot  favourite,  ran  unplaced  in  his  black 
and  pink  colours.  There  was  an  uproar 
which  lasted  until  that  night  when  a 
whip  presenation  was  made  on  the  stage 
of  a  vaudeville  show  to  Bob  Lewis.  The 
crowd  furiously  rose  in  their  seats  and 
howled  down  the  presentation.  Sir 
Rupert  retired  from  racing. 

For  Ernest  Clarke  it  was  a  fitting 
climax  to  a  successful  career  of  breed¬ 
ing  and  racing  when  Trivalve  proved  his 
best  horse  by  winning  the  1927  Mel¬ 
bourne  Cup  and  $56,000  in  stakes — all  at 
three  years.  He  bred  the  colt  by  Cyklon 
(imp.)  from  Trey.  Trey  was  by  The 
Welkin  from  Teppo,  the  pair  of  English 
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importations  who  had  made  his  stud 
one  of  the  foremost  in  all  Australia. 

Bob  Lewis,  the  recipient  of  Mr. 
Clarke’s  retainer,  was,  in  his  prime,  the 
best  lightweight  in  Australian  history. 
He  was  equally  skilled  in  four  furlong 
two-year-old  skurries  or  a  two-mile  Cup. 
Fit  and  a  non-drinker  or  smoker,  he  was 
indefatigable  throughout  or  at  the  end 
of  a  race.  Thus  he  won  four  Melbourne 
Cups — 1902,  The  Victory;  1915,  Patrobas 
(half-head);  1919,  Artilleryman;  and 
1927,  Trivalve;  and  nine  Ascot  Vale 
Stakes  over  six  furlongs  up  the  Flem- 
ington  straight;  and  10  Derbies  over  H 
miles. 

In  his  book,  Jim  Scobie  said  Bob 
Lewis  was  a  great  asset  to  his  stable. 
No  jockey  could  compare  with  him  in 
giving  information  about  the  gallops  he 
rode,  particularly  for  Melbourne  Cups. 
It  was  this  asset  which  enabled  Scobie 
to  prepare  Trivalve  for  a  first  up  from 
a  spell  Derby  win  in  1927.  Scobie  was 
also  a  first-up  adept  in  his  own  right, 
for  he  won  the  1923  Melbourne  Cup 
with  Bitalli  who  hadn’t  raced  for  four 
months! 

Although  jockeys’  collects  were  infini- 
tesmal  in  his  day  compared  with  the 
present,  Bobby  Lewis  quickly  became  a 
rich  man.  His  chief  joy  was  window 


shopping  and  every  city  he  went  to  he 
would  seek  out  the  saddler’s  emporium 
and  look  at  the  racing  harness.  But 
he  never  bought.  It  was  on  record  that 
he  made  an  official  loan  to  the  Caulfield 
Municipal  Council  of  $120,000.  On  re¬ 
tirement,  he  bought  a  grazing  property 
out  from  Melbourne  where  he  bred  a 
few  thoroughbreds  and  spelled  race¬ 
horses.  There  was  a  deep  mystery  when 
he  died  and  left  no  money.  People  in 
the  know  thought  he  possessed  $200,000 
at  least,  but  nobody  ever  heard  of  a 
will  or  probate  of  his  estate.  They  still 
wonder  where  his  money  went. 

Payment  of  retainers  by  owners  to 
jockeys  is  one  of  the  few  English  turf 
customs  which  hasn’t  been  adopted  in 
Australia.  All  prominent  English  jockeys 
are  retained  either  by  an  owner  or  a 
stable.  Some  receive  as  much  as  $10,000 
a  year  for  first  retainer  and  $4,000  for  a 
second  and  $2,000  a  third,  thus  being  in 
receipt  of  a  huge  income  whatever  wins 
they  may  achieve.  Gordon  Richards, 
knighted  before  the  end  of  his  riding 
career,  had  retainers  from  10  owners  or 
stables  in  his  last  15  years  as  a  rider.

Sir  John  is  one  of  the  outstanding 
personalities  in  our  community  for 
he  has  figured  prominently  in  legal 
circles  over  many  years  and  in 
tertiary  education  more  latterly. 

Educated  at  Sydney  Marist 
Brothers’  High  School,  he  served 
with  the  A.I.F.  in  World  War  I.

He  received  his  knighthood  for 
services  to  his  profession,  to  edu¬ 
cation  and  to  many  other  areas  of 
community  activity  and  welfare. 

SIR  BERNARD  FREEMAN 
C.B.E. 

Sir  Bernard  was  born  in  Sydney 
and  educated  at  Xavier  College, 
Melbourne.  He  served  in  the  first 
A.I.F.  and  the  Australian  Flying 
Corps  during  World  War  I.  The 
founder  of  Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
Pty.  Ltd.,  leading  motion  picture 
distributors,  here  in  Australia  he 
has  been  their  chairman  and 
managing  director  for  41  years.  In 
consequence  his  name  has  been  a 
byword  in  this  industry  for  many 
years  and  his  retirement  from  this 
long-held  post  on  the  eve  of 
receiving  his  knighthood  represented 
a  great  loss  to  the  motion  picture 
industry  for  which  he  has  done  so 
much.
